THE GROW?H OF THE BOMBAY *, 
: COTTON TRADE, . 
ae" 

The marvellous growth of the Bombay cotton 
induatry during bhe Init twenty years, with the 
conseqnent loss of trade to Lancashire, is causing 
muob uneasiness in tho minds of English cottom 
apinnors. ‘That industry waa started with the 
intention of supplying only the. local..markets, 
and for some yearart lived but n feoble oxistonce. - 
Butio 1873-74-75 0 very rapid exteniin took 
place, no fewer than seventeon new milla’ having 
heen started in the last of these years. Then 
followed 5 brief period of depression, partly dua 
to the general over-production bf that time and 
partly to the cheapened cost of transit. butweon 
Englond and India. .The pressure of that de. 
pression caused the Bombay spinners to seek a 
now ontlot for their goods, with the result that 
a‘trade was o,ened up with China and Japon 
which has oortinue to inorense with amazing 
rapidity, 'Ihers are now in the oity of Bombay 
‘alone fifty-ony working cotton factorivy, with a 
million and a half of spindtes and 12,762 looms, 
They consume roughly about 80,000 tous of cot- 
ton, and ewploy 48,(00 operatives, inclusive of 
boys and. young women. The interest of the 
subject is very auch euhanced by. the fnot that 
a!dozen more factories are under construction, 
which, when vompleted, will-add about 250,0"0 
spindles to the present spinning power. In 
the Bombay Prisidenoy, outside the ci 
pix Working factories, containin;
